DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

Applicants' amendments and remarks submitted September 30, 2009 have been entered 
and considered. The amendments are persuasive to overcome the rejections set forth in the prior 
office action. The claims are allowable as the prior art do not teach or suggest the employment of 
the imidazo[4,5-c]pyridne compound herein for treatment of Flaviviridae or Picornaviridae viral 
infection.
